Hence, the tax saving would be sub- 
stantial because the amount required for their 
support would be taxed at lower brackets to them 
than his present tax on what he contributes to 
their support. Since the trust terminates twelve 
years hence when he reaches retirement age, he 
then regains complete freedom of action; the 
money comes back to him, and he will, of course, 
be in lower income tax brackets. If you can afford 
it, there is no better Christmas gift than an ir- 
revocable trust to provide for a child, grandchild, 
parents, or other close relatives.

Kirkwood’s Tax Rate 


You quoted Kirkwood’s Mayor 
Berthold’s remarks about the pres- 
ent tax rate in Kirkwood which he 
claims is lower than county aver- 
age; and about whether the taxes 
would rise under the proposed 
home rule charter. 


My brother has lived in Webster 
Groves for 10 years and I in Kirk- 
wood for the same.time. We have 
the same size families, the same 
size houses, very similar commu- 
nity and municipal services with 
two exceptions: 

(1) His garbazge-trash collection 
is included in his city taxes while 
I pay $18 annually to Kirkwood for 
this service, and (2) Webster 
Groves is paying off the indebted- 
ness for a swimming pool whereas 
there is no pool in Kirkwood. 
~By getting out paper @nd pencil 
and sétting down facts we came up 
With two conclusions between us: 

1. His tax rate is 99 cents (in- 
cluding garbage-trash and swim- 
ming pool amortization); mine is 
89 cents in Kirkwood: to which I 
must add the annual lump sum of 
$18 for garbage-trash collection. 
Simple arithmetic showed us that 
my tax rate (if I include the $18 
for garbage- trash) would jump 52 
per cent to $1.35. Thus Kirkwood 
cannot say it has a “low, low” tax.

But the call 
for “peaceful liberation” of “captive peoples” 
from Soviet domination was an unfortunate 
throwback to a 1952 Republican platform 
plank, which since has been toned down. The 
committee member responsible for this part 
of the report was a Georgetown University 
professor named Lev E. Dobriansky, who 
claims credit for originating Captive Nations 
Week. 

The Percy group said that by 1976 the 
United States should, be spending 36 billion

It would be unfair to say that in all the 
30,000 words of the report, titled “Decisions 
for a Better America,” there are not some 
ideas of lasting value. But as a whole the re- 
port fails to meet head-on and specifically the 
problems the country faces in the next few 
years. We predict for it a short life and a 
decent burial.

Former Gov. Thomas E. Dewey has staked 
out a position for his client, Eli Lilly & Co., 
in the Salk-vaccine price case, which we doubt 
will win friends and influence people either 
for Lilly or for the drug industry. To the 
Government's charge that five major drug 
firms conspired to fix the price-of the polio 
vaccine, Mr. Dewey replied that once Lilly 
had set the price at $15 for a nine-shot vial, 
other companies were compelled to follow 
suit “because of the hard, tough competition 
of the business world.” 

Does Mr. Dewey mean by this that the 
four other drug houses would have failed to 
attract customers in the hard, tough competi- 
tion of the business world if they had set 
their price at $14 or less? Surely not, for it 
is exactly the opposite of anything that would 
be likely to happen. Does he mean, then, 
that if “competitors” of Lilly had set their 
‘prices higher than $15 they would have been 
out of the running, when the whole. country 
Was scrambling to get every available vial? 

Two other possibilities occur to us, though

mit. For the first amounts to restraint of 
trade by intimidation; the second, to restraint 
of trade by an. overconcentration of owner- — 
ship so extreme that noncompetition is instinc- 
tive. It will be up to Mr. Dewey and his fel- 
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themselves what can be done to avoid power 
struggles like this which sacrifice thé public 
interest to the ambitions of big labor and big 
business. A mature economic society must 
find some better way of- securing justice for~ 
workers and efficiency for management than _ 
the fest of force represented by such a dis- 
astrous national strike. 

Collective bargaining must, of course, pro- 
vide the foundation for settling national dis- 
putes as well as smaller ones. But when col- 
lective bargaining degenerates into a contest 
to see which side in a vital basic industry 
can strangle the other first, some way of as- 
serting the public interest is clearly de- 
manded. , 

We believe the public interest could have 
been asserted far more vigorously than it 
has been by the Eisenhower Administration, 
and that this could have been done under 
existing laws. The Presidency is an office of 
great intangible power. Had this power been 
wisely used from the beginning to impress 
upon both sides the need for a settlement con- 
sistent with the national interest, we might 
not face today this humiliating breakdown in 
orderly bargaining. Instead, President Eisen- 
hower through many weeks took a position 
of aloof detachment altogether inconsistent 
with the intervention he has now been forced 
into. 

The Government cannot remain aloof from 
such disputes as this one because to do so 
means permitting decisions vital to the whole 
economy. ,to..be .made by unrestrained’ eco- 
nomic power. And. when an attitude of arti- 
ficial. neutrality: is taken at the beginning of 
a national strike, the effect is to encourage 
the combatants to dig into entrenched posi- 
tions which make the Government's task all 
the more difficult when the inescapable in- 
tervention does come. 

Nobody can take any pride in the fact that 
the only way to get the steelworkers back to 
work is by court injunction. This is the sym- 
bol of a national failure.

CHICAGO, Oct. 19 (AP)—Plans 
to enlarge the National Football 
League from 12 to 14 teams in 
1960 were announced today by 
George Halas, Chicago Bears 
owner and chairman of the 
league expansion committee. 

Halas said the decision was 
based on a poll of club owners 
in the 40-year-old league. 

One of the two new franchises 
will be awarded to Dallas, Halas 
said, and the other will go to 
Houston if an adequate stadium 
can be made available. 

Both Dallas and Houston are 


charter cities in the newly 
formed American Football 
League, which hopes to begin 


operation next season. 

The proposed ‘expansion, Halas 
said, is ‘“‘the culmination of five 
years of planning. Our intent 
was to expand when competition 
among our clubs began to equal- 
ize itself on an extremely high 


level—and we've reached that 
plateau.”’ 
Halas referred to the cham- 


pionship races in both divisions 
of the league and said: 

“Conditions for expansion 
never will be more ideal. Every 
team in the league is strong. 
There now is a sufficient back- 
log of experienced players avail- 
able for the teams in the new 
franchise cities.”’ 

The poll also proposed con- 
sideration of further expansion 
to 16 teams in 1961 or 1962.

Lamar Hunt, a founder of the 
newly formed American Football 
League, today said Buffalo will 
receive a franchise if a pro team 
can be assured of a stadium. 


He said the franchise would

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Vary Autumn Menus With These Hecipes for Fish, Seafood 


Post-Dispatch Food Editor. 
THE CRISP, GOLDEN days of October inspire a speci 
of daydreaming. This is the season of the year when even oe city- 


dweller finds thoughts straying to pastoral scenes of fields and 
orchards filled with fruits and vegetables ready for the autumn 


harvest. 


It’s a gay, colorful picture—but let’s remember that 
nature’s bounty isn’t limited to produce. 


The oceans, lakes and 


rivers of our country also yield their harvest of a great variety 


of fish and shellfish. 

Fish and seafood (sold fresh, 
quick-frozen and canned) insure 
an abundance of good eating for 
American families for months to 
come. The wise homemaker will 
make use of this ‘ of the 
sea’”’ to provide her family with 
nutritious meals and varied, in- 
teresting menus. 

Those words, “nutritious 
meals”, are meaningful. An av- 
erage portion of fish or shellfish 
provides nearly all the animal 
protein needed each day to build 
and repair body tissue, plus 
valuable minerals and vitamins. 

A fish dinner can be a budget- 
gaver, Or an epicurean delight. 
Improved handling and trans- 
portation techniques have made 
it possible for Midwesterners to 
enjoy a wide variety of fish and 
seafood. These range from items 
in the low-cost bracket of high 
protein foods to luxuries for the 
gourmet. 

Local stores are well stocked 
now, since the Department of 
Interior’s Bureau of Commercial 
Fisheries is cooperating with the 
commercial fishing industry in 
observing a national] “fish-n-sea- 
food parade” this week. 


Although there is no real 
trick to cooking fish, it is well 

to remember that it is wise to 
baste frequently with melted 
fat when broiling, baking, or 
planking lean fish to avoid 
dryness. Fish are tender by 
nature; swimming is easy work 
for them and doesn’t develop 
tough muscles. This means 
that they require little cooking. 
Recipes in this section were 
chosen to provide variety of 
cookery methods and type of 
fish from the popular, low-cost 
fish sticks to that glamorous 
combination of shrimp, lob- 
ster, clams and chicken broth 
known as 


Paella.

Sneaky Plays 
Electronic Football 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 19: 
THIS BEING the melancholy season of falling leaves and 
rising blood pressure, a few words are in order about football. 
It is all done by science these days. 
Our coach punches out 
the opposition on IBM ma- 


the ground nervously. 
(And wondering if the pros 
have a scout in the 
stands.) 

Thus! The ball sails in 
the air. Clash of helmets 


and shoulder pads. 


“First and 10,” says the announcer. “Whistlestop High on 
their own 20.” 


Now the coach pulls the lever on the IBM machine. The 
machine coughs up a tape. 


“In this situation, Whistlestop’s quarterback pulls a quar- 
terback sneak.” 

A reserve hustles in with this news. Whistlestop is stopped, 
cold as a reefer car going through the Dakotas. 


“Now how did they figure out I was a sneak?” 
says the quarterback. He is playing against an electric 
brain. Naturally he cannot think as fast as electricity. 
It does not seem fair. 


How many wonderful things have happened to football 
since that little scrub picked up the ball at Rugby and ran 
with it. (It was considered a sneaky thing to do in those 
days. But look at the stadium construction work that has 
grown out of it.) 

When I was a faithful subscriber to American Boy—and 
how ahout that smart fat boy, Mark Tidd, remember? When 
I was a subscriber to this magazine, we knew you did not have 
to worry about IBM electric brains. 

What football players worried about was somebody steal- 
ing the signals. 


Signals were not given in sneaky huddles—like 
today. They were given in a loud, barking voice by the 
quarterback. The quarterback looked over the opposi- 
tion coolly. (I did this myself and was well known as 
having one of the coolest looks in the business.) We 
looked over the opposition with one careless hand 
placed on the upturned seat of the center. We then 
barked out the signals: “Forty-one, twenty-six, twenty- 
twe ’”” 


The ball was not passed to the quarterback. It was passed 
back to almost anybody. (Sometimes it was missed by almost 
everybody too.) 

Whoever got it, then ran with it until he was hauled down. 

We were very fearful of somebody stealing the signals— 
the numbers we called out told you what was going to happen. 
It was a code. In American Boy somebody was always steal- 
ing signals. 

They stole the signals and we always knew they were 
going to steal the signals. The one who stole the signals was 
a nasty kid. Usually rich. He kicked newsboys. Things like that. 

We did not worry a bit about IBM machines. Because 
there were no IBM machines, the sneaky things. So all you 
had to worry about was keeping the signals secret. 

It was so much simpler. There wasn’t even any ‘‘clothes- 
lining.” They used to butt you in the stomach instead. 


Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Plugged Wax in Ear 
Dear Dr. Molner: 


“HOW OFTEN should one have the ears cleaned out? I 
think I hear good, but not good enough? MRS. W. S.” 


Removal of ear wax depends on several things.- First, ear- 
wax (or cerumen, as it is called) is a normal, protective sub- 
‘stance. Some people have much, some little. If it accumulates 
slowly, it frequently dries, crumbles, and is easily expelled by 
itself. 

But if it accumulates rapidly, it may be necessary to re- 
move it for comfort and hygiene. If it gathers very rapidly, 
then you should suspect some inflammatory condition and have 
it checked. (Persons in dusty trades, however, may have more 
wax.) 

I know from experience that many patients are embar- 
rassed by the presence of wax, as though it.means they don’t 
keep themselves clean. This is not the case. If your ears—the 
visible parts of the ears—are dirty, then you have reason to 
be embarrassed. You don’t wash your ears! But washing does 
not remove wax. 


Do-it-yourself methods, unless you know what you 
are doing, aren’t much good. A washcloth or blunt 
instrument merely packs the wax in, A sharp thing 
(hairpin, pin, or such) is entirely too risky, and may 
damage the ear canal wall or even the ear drum. 


Yet, if wax accumulates into a plug, it ought to be re- 
moved. The commonest symptom is impaired hearing. If the 
canal isn’t completely plugged, hearing may vary, good at 
times, or dull when the mass of wax swells. There may be 


dizziness, ear noises, a peculiar pitch to your own voice, or,’ 


strangely enough, a cough. 

People who happen to have a lot of wax can remove it 
themselves or have their doctors do so at regular intervals 
perhaps every four, six or 12 months. It isn’t wise to let it 
accumulate In quantity for too long, as the ear canal lining 
can become thin, sensitive and prone to infection. The wax 
shouldn’t be allowed to become too tightly packed. 


A simple, safe method of removing wax is to use a 
solution of warm water (half a glass) and one tea- 
spoonful of baking soda. Squirt the solution in gently 
with a rubber ear syringe and let it runout, washing 
the wax with it. If the wax is hard it can be softened 
iret y ee 
into the ear. 


There are new preparations on the market to soften the 
wax—a few drops in the ear, and after 15 to 30 minutes rinsed 
out with plain warm water. Heed this warning, though: With 
any of these methods, anyone with a perforated ear drum had 
better not take a chance. Let your doctor remove th2 wax. 

To get back to Mrs. W.S.’s letter—how often, if ever, wax 
should be removed depends on the individual. Many never

WHEN today’s hand was dealt 
in a recent New York tourna- 
ment, I opened the North hand 
with a “‘weak’’ notrump, show- 
ing 12 to 14 points with balanced 
distribution. My partner then 
properly took over, arriving at 
the very reasonable slam con- 
tract in spades. 


West opened a diamond, and 
declarer won in dummy, discard- 
ing a low club from his hand. 
The problem was whether to 
play East for+the king of hearts 
or for the ace of clubs. 

If East had the ace of clubs, 
declarer could discard the queen 
of hearts on dummy’s remaining 
high diamond and could lead a 
club toward the king. If East 
had the king of hearts, however, 
declarer could discard the jack 
of clubs on dummy’s diamond 
and could lead a heart for a 
finesse of the heart queen. 


At first glance the two lines 
of play look equally appealing, 
but a second look showed a 
small advantage along one line. 

In situations of this kind there 
is no need to consider the right 
guess. Instead, think of what 
may happen if you guess wrong. 


If you take the heart finesse 
and lose, the opponents will 
surely take a club trick at once 
to defeat the contract. If, in- 
stead, you lead a club and lose 
to the ace, the opponents may 
not immediately cash their other 
club trick. If they fail to do so, 
you can discard the other club 
on a high diamond and you ca& 
still try the heart finesse. 

The best play, therefore, is to 
draw one round of trumps at 
the second trick and then lead 
a club. If East plays low, you 
put up the king. There is no 
need to starve to death.

‘Half-Dark’ Sky

-A YOUNG READER has 
asked me why the sky becomes 
‘half dark” when @ person goes 
to-a height of 15 or 20 miles. 

Darkness grows at high levels 
because the upper air is too thin 
to spread the sunshine. Even 
though the sun is in full view, 


i it fails to give the soft and wel- 


come light we have in daylight. 

Instead there is a sharp glare 
from the sun, very much like 
that of an arc light seen a few 
feet away. We might suppose 
there would be broad daylight, 
but the stars come into view. 
That is because the sin fails to 
“flood out’’ their light. 

Close to the ground, the air 
is thick. It spreads, or diffuses, 
the sunshine. 

At a height of 15 or 20 miles, 
the air is different. Because it 
is thin, there is “half darkness.” 

Q. How high have men gone 
in balloons and airplanes? 

A. Men in balloons have risen 
from 15 to 19 miles. A balloon 
went up 19 and a third miles two 
years ago. 

Airplanes have skipped to 
heights of 20 miles and more.

Capt. I. C. Kincheloe, piloted a 
plane to a point 23 and a third 
miles above sea level in 1956. 

Cameras have been sent to 
greater heights than human 
beings. Working automatically, 
they have provided interesting 
photographs taken at high levels. 

Q. Does air exist at a height 
of a million miles? 

A. There may be extremely 
thin gas at that height, perhaps 
thin hydrogen, but nothing which 
deserves the name of “‘air.” 

Certain planets, especially 
Venus and Mars, have some- 
thing like air around them, but 
their atmospheres differ from 
the earth's air.
